Cnder an act approved during the 
last session of Congress, all saloons, 
wholesale liquor houses, restaurants 
and clubs must discontinue the sale 
of intoxicants before 12:01 a. rn., No-j 
veinher I. 
Between three and four j 
hundred establishments are affected, j 
Liquor can lie imported into tile Dis-i 
trlct, however, without going to the 
trouble to till out ail application blank 
or permit. 
Congressmen 
from

states who like a little “snifter” occa­ 
sionally, saw to that when the law 
was passed. 
Police regulations are strict as to 
“clu b s’’ and other methods commonly 
used in dry territories to evade the [ 
law. 
Hut in a jirivate residence—or a!

kept. 
With the nation’s capital under eon*! 
trol, drys are planning to prom their 
campaign for countrywide prohibition j 
with renewed vigor at the coming sos-:

With the District of Columbia dry, a 
question of social niceties arises. Will I 
state dinners he dry, as in Bryan’s!

Bon na r Tells of Position of 
Kingdom In Early Per­ 
iod of War 


Two addresses today covering ob­ 
servations of J. P. Baumgartner dur­ 
ing his absence in the East this sum­ 
mer and details of trench fighting and 
war conditions across the waters by 
Capt. C. L. Bonnar, wive treats en­ 
joyed by the large number of business 
men who attended the Chamber of 
Commerce luncheon at Jam es’. 
Observations recounted by 
Baum­ 
gartner and of particular interest to 
Santa Ana people concerned the es­ 
tablishment of a hotel 
at Columbia, 
Mo., through 
the 
efforts of 
public 
spirited citizens and which resulted in 
immediate results to the advantage of 
the city. 
He thought that efforts to 
build a new hotel here should not be 
abated because of the many war activ­ 
ities now absorbing the time and at­ 
tention of every one, 
and 
that 
the 
movement should be brought to a suc­ 
cessful issue. 
Bonnar opened his address by stat­ 
ing what Germany planned to do when 
she started the war. 
Germany's Intention 
“it was the intention of the German 
army to go through Belgium and clean 
up France inside 
of 
three 
months' 
time," said the captain. “After that it 
was to clean up Great Britain and ex­ 
act a war prize of the'B ritish fleet— 
and then come over the water 
and 
clean up the United States. 
“You people don’t know how near 
the Germans were to that goal. 
And 
you wouldn’t have been prepared for 
such an assault. If it hadn't been for 
the British army and fleet the designs 
would have been accomplished. 
With 
our army of THO,OOO men we stemmed 
the tide—fighting twenty to one. 
We 
were defeated, but 
Germans 
didn’t 
know it. 
The Germans 
didn't 
rush 
through when they had us. and we 
didn't know why they halted until aft­ 
er the battle of the Marne. When we 
asked why they didn't come through, 
the answer was that ‘you had thous­ 
ands of men in your rear.’ We didn’t 
have them—it was an optical delusion, 
and the story is that it was supposed 
to have beeu the angels of the men 
who had been slain appearing in khaki. 
"Up to the middle af 191 ii we were 
short of ammunition and could not keep 
down the casualties, but thanks to the 
women we can now send ten shells to 
where the Germans can send one. 
Baraga Fire 
"The barege fire is something, per­ 
haps, that few people in this country 
understand. 
It is where we concert 
efforts on front line 
trenches. 
The 
point where we want to go over the 
top is bombarded for from twenty-four 
hours to three days. 
The guns belch 
forth coutinuously for tile period of 
time designated, raining shells along 
the line and covering our 
men 
ap­ 
proaching the first trenches of the 
enemy. 
The time is set to the hour 
and day when the men are to go over 
the top. 
At the given time firing is 
changed to the second trench of the 
enemy ad our 
men 
rush 
the 
first 
trenches. 
The harages move a mile 
an hour, and our men are supposed to 
make advances in thut time, cleaning 
up the territory between the barages. 
One occupation thut I know of we had 
the artillery lined up for four miles, 
wheel to wheel, 
and 
covered 
that 
frontage with the barage. 
“Our casualties are now one-half 
less than they were at first, because 
we have plenty of ammunition and ev­ 
erything possible is done to save heavy 
losses. 
“We have raised an army of 6,000.- 
OOO from a population 
of 
40,000,000 
and with the superabundance of am­ 
munition we are able to give Fritz 
more than he sends. 
We have done 
this in three years, while the German 


enterprise,” said Mr, Baumgartner. 
“While our duty to our country 
is 
paramount and must not be shirked 
or neglected in any way an important 
part of th at duty is to go right on 
with our regular daily work of build­ 
ing, and boosting, and growing, and

The cit­ 
izens raised a bonus of $20,000 and 
gave it to a

contractor 
who 
built and owns the hotel. 
He leased 
it to a Kansas City hotel man who 
turnUihed it and runs it, and indica­ 
tions are that it will pay. 
The largest and most prompt re­ 
sponse. of demand to supply was from 
automobilists. 
Before the new hotel 
was 
built 
auto 
tourists 
passing 
through Missouri on tile state highway 
did not iitop at Columbia. 
They stop­ 
ped either at Fulton on the east, or 
Booneville on the west, although Co­ 
lumbia Is a larger ami m:>re beautiful 
and interesting town than either of 
the others and is almost exactly half 
way between Kansas City and 
St. 
Louis. 
As soon as the new “Daniel 
Boone Tavern'' was opened the auto 
parties began to stop over at Colum­ 
bia for lunch or over night or for a 
day or two to see the Missouri State 
University and enjoy

Columbia. 
The hotel was opened in 
the latter part of September, 
and

must pay more for labor,

BELIEVE IN RUSSIA! 


John R. Mott, the famous Y. M. C. A. 
leader, who was a member of the 
American mission to Russia and 
is 
well acquainted with the present and 
past of that country, strongly pro­ 
tests against any belittling of the new 
republic. 
“It ill becomes the United States," 
he says, "to speak ill of Russia. The 
Russian nation combines the 
graces 
that make for a great nation—splendid 
physique, 
intellectual 
capabilities, 
idealism and warm-heartedness. Then 
she has leaders, strong leaders, in the 
war party and out—more strong lead­ 
ers than any other nation in the world. 
“The principles of the Russian revo­ 
lution were right. They are the same 
as those which brought 
into 
being 
these United States, as those which 
made us fight the Civil War and those 
which made us join the allied cause. 
You and I must believe in Russia or 
withdraw from the war." 
He admits the political turmoil, the 
industrial confusion, the possibility of 
counter-revolution, the demoralization 
of the army and navy. 
Hut he asks 
Americans, before they 
accuse 
the 
Russian people of shameful Impotence 
and cowardice, to consider these basic 
facts; 
It is natural enough for a 
nation 
that ‘has buried 3,OOO,0<XJ 
men 
and 
boys, more than all the other allies 
together, that has had 2,000,000 o f its 
men mutilated by shell fire and has 
2.500.000 languishing in prison camps, 
to be tired bf war. "It will be appro­ 
priate for us to criticize Russia," he 
says, “when our looses are one-fourth 
as great.” 
The army has been betrayed time 
after time by trusted rulers aud com­ 
manders. 
It has seen 100,000 men go 
into action, and less than 10,000 re­ 
turn able-bodied—not 
because 
they 
were not brave, but because they had 
no ammunition. Soldiers have wearied 
of a war in which they were held down 
to two or three shots a day per man 
while subjected to a fire of 3,000 or 
4.000 shots a day. They are confused, 
too, by German intrigue and by stories 
of land-distribution at home in which 
they want to share. 
Yet, even now, the Russian army is 
one 
of 
the 
Allies’ main bulwarks. 
Though incapable of an offensive at 
present, it is holding 154 divisions of 
Teutonic troops that otherwise would 
be freed for use on the western front. 
lf Russia ran continue holding them, 
and nothing more, says Mr. Mott, it 
will mean a saving of 1.000.000 French. 
English, American and Italian lives. 
She can probably do that, and much 
more, if we give her ail the material 
and moral aid possible.

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Method Used By Association 
Makes Inferior Grade of 
Nuts More Valuable 


In the lexicon of the California Eng­ 
lish w alnut industry, there is no such 
word as “cull.” 
There was a tim e 
when the sale of $5,000,000 w orth of 
high grade w alnuts was jeopardized by 
cull nuts, but that day has passed into 
history. 
Today the cull w alnut yields 
a by-product aud the demand for it is 
g reater than the supply. 
During the past two years the cull 
w alnuts handled 
by 
the 
C alifornia 
W alnut G row ers’ Association, 
which 
m arkets 75 per cent of the crop grown 
in the state, have been cracked and 
sold as halves and pieces. 
They now 
bring more m oney than they w ere 
w orth when Hold as culls, and th eir 
popularity is doing much to increase 
the dem and for 
unshelled 
w alnuts 
nom (a jito rn ia groves. 
The California W alnut G row ers' As­ 
sociation is entitled to credit for lift­ 
ing the cull nut out of the dum p into 
the high grade grocery. 
U ntil 1915 
the culls were sold in 
the 
groves, 
usually at about 3 centi! lier pound. 
The hucksters who bought them m ix­ 
ed them with a few nuts 
of 
better 
quality and toppeu them with som e 
selects, then sold them to the retail 
grocers. 
At th at tim e IO cents per pound was 
the prevailing price for English wal­ 
nuts here. 
People didn t think they 
w ere worth m ore than that and select 
w alnuts 
m et 
with 
discouragem ent 
when offered ut more than IO cents 
per pound. 
The association uecided that it could 
only establish a m arket for high grade 
w alnuts by w ithdraw ing the culls from 
retail m arkets. 
The first thing it did 
was to m ake its contract read that 
Hie growers were 
to 
deliver 
every J 
pound of their culls to the association. 
It then btgan cracking 
the 
nuts, 
separating the halves, packing them 
attractively and ottering them to the j

grocers and bakers all over the coun­ 
try. 
During the first year they found 
that the imported halves were sharp 
competitors, but by careful gradftyg 
the Californians finally won the con­ 
fidence of the trade and last year 
they were able to sell all the halves

the opening of this season the market 
w as bare. It is now ready to buy 
them in large quantities. 
On the second floor of the associa­ 
tio n ’s new headquarters at No. 1328 
East Seventh street, Los Angeles, the 
largcHt and 
best 
equipped 
w alnut 
S n ellin g and packing plant in the world 
has been installed. 
This 
plant 
Is 
equipped with a battery of four crack­ 
ing m achines, each of which is capa­ 
ble of handling five tons of n u ts per 
day. 
Two hundred and fifty young 
women, dressed in snow w hite uni­ 
forms, spend five m onths of the year 
at the long w hite table*!, separating 
the nut halves, picking out the pieces 
and packing the finished products. 
The w alnut cracking m achines are 
m echanical m arvels. 
They w ere In­ 
vented by w alnut grow ers who rose 
tot he em ergency when the association 
announced that it needed a m achine 
to do the work that had form erly been 
done by hand. T hese m achines have 
devices which drop the w alnuts down 
Into channels in such a way that the 
pressure can 
be applied by wedge- 
shaped squeezers with such ease that 
80 per cent of the nut halves can he 
taken out of the shells whole.
